\  Annually  the  faculty  eagerly 

\  awaits  a  new  crop  of  students 

from  the  surrounding  tobacco 
farms  of  East  and  South  Wind¬ 
sor,  so  quite  naturally  as  the  fall 
of  1947  drew  nearer,  they  waited  for  the  Class  of 
1951.  What  they  did  not  know  at  the  time,  however, 
was  that  our  class  was  the  one  whose  main  goal  was 
money.  They  did  know,  though,  that  money  means 
trouble,  so  consequently  our  class  meant  double 
trouble. 


Pine  trees  predominated  at  our  first  sponsored 
social  event,  which  was  not  a  money-making  affair 
but  a  return  party  given  to  the  sophomores  to  thank 
them  for  their  welcoming  party  in  the  fall.  The  party 
committee  consisted  of  our  freshman  class  officers^ 
who  were  president,  Curtis  O’Dell;  vice-president, 
Stanley  Morrey;  secretary,  Jean  Rose;  and  treasurer, 
Marjorie  Bahler.  The  theme  was  poverty,  so,  as  we 
were  hobos,  we  served  a  peanut,  a  pickle,  and  a  piece 
of  cheese  for  refreshments. 


The  first  business  in  our  sophomore  year  was  to 
elect  as  our  officers:  president,  Bruce  McComb;  vice- 
president,  Stanley  Morrey;  secretary,  Jean  Rose,  and 
treasurer.  Sue  Hudson.  We  gave  two  socials  this  year, 
the  first  being  the  annual  Sophomore-Freshman  Party. 
Will  you  ever  forget  the  fortune  telling  Madame 
Tenaj,  otherwise  known  as  Janet  Lynskey?  Second, 
there  was  a  movie  dance,  which  was  a  success  finan¬ 
cially,  but  let  us  discuss  no  more.  Also  on  the  financial 
side,  we  took  second  place  in  the  ticket  competition 
this  year.  Although  we  actually  sold  more  tickets  than 
the  seniors,  they  placed  first  when  results  were  com¬ 
puted  according  to  the  size  of  each  class. 

As  juniors  our  first  new  business  included  the  buy¬ 
ing  of  the  traditional  class  rings.  Guiding  us  in  this 
busy  year  were  our  officers:  Herb  Grandahl,  presi¬ 
dent;  Tom  Jurgelas,  vice-president;  Gladys  Sinsigalli, 
secretary,  and  Jean  Rose,  treasurer.  Ever  watchful 
of  the  class  treasury,  this  year  our  class  took  first  place 
in  the  ticket  competition.  This  year  we  were  also 
honored  by  the  membership  in  our  class  of  Mary 
Dzuibinskas,  who  entered  our  school  after  arriving  in 
America  from  Lithuania. 

We  sponsored  the  Cupid’s  Ball,  where  Rosemary 
Riester  was  chosen  Queen  of  Hearts  and  Herb  Gran¬ 
dahl,  King  of  Hearts.  For  the  prom  this  year,  Ells¬ 
worth  students  were  transferred  to  Holland  with  the 
aid  of  our  windmills,  tulips,  and  Dutch  characters. 

In  a  schoolwide  election  Gladys 
Sinsigalli  was  chosen  prom 
queen.  Juniors,  Herb  Grandahl, 
Curt  O’Dell,  Ronald  Roberts, 
and  Donald  Baltulonis,  formed 
a  court  of  honor  for  this  queen 
and  her  attendants. 


In  the  spring  of  1950  we  elected  Marion  Elinskas, 
Jean  Rose,  and  Gladys  Sinsigalli  to  attend  Laurel 
Girls’  State  and  Anthony  Euskavech  and  Herb  Gran¬ 
dahl  to  go  to  Nutmeg  Boys’  State.  Marjorie  Bahler, 
Jean  Badstubner,  and  Thomas  Jurgelas  were  chosen 
to  marshal  for  the  Class  of  1950,  while  Marilyn  Bolles, 
Aurel  Dewey,  Marion  Elinskas,  Lorraine  Foster,  Lois 
Huter,  Georgia  Karvelis,  Marilyn  Macdonald,  Sally 
Morrey,  Audrey  Rivers,  Jean  Rose,  Diane  Stiles,  and 
Sue  Hudson  were  ushers.  Marjorie  Bahler  and  Tom 
Jurgelas  were  granted  membership  in  the  National 
Honor  Society  in  their  junior  year.  Our  class  members 
made  invaluable  contributions  to  journalism  activities. 
In  our  junior  year  Marjorie  Bahler  was  editor  of  the 
South  Winds-,  Jean  Badstubner,  business  manager; 
and  Jean  Rose,  exchange  editor.  Jean  Rose  and  Sue 
Hudson  were  chosen  Co-Parade -of -Youth  Correspond¬ 
ents.  These  four  students  were  inducted  into  the  Quill 
and  Scroll  International  Honor  Society  for  High 
School  Journalists. 

At  long  last  the  great  day  arrived.  Our  clas  presi¬ 
dent  accepted  the  sacred  front  steps  on  bended  knees. 
We  now  felt  we  were  masters  of  all  we  surveyed. 
This  point  in  our  high  school  career  marked  in  us  a 
definite  change.  As  we  entered  this,  our  senior  year, 
we  knew  how  freshmen  actually  look  up  to  seniors, 
especially  when  the  seniors  are  sitting  on  the  cher¬ 
ished,  not  always  clean,  front  steps. 

As  our  senior  class  officers,  who  exercised  much 
authority,  we  chose  Herb  Grandahl,  president;  Tom 
Jurgelas,  vice-president;  Sally  Morrey,  secretary;  Jean 
Rose,  treasurer.  The  first  social  event  of  the  senior 
year  was  the  Senior  Get  Together,  which  was  a 
"School  Daze”  none  will  forget.  With  this  school  daze 
came  the  revived  Charleston  with  the  eight  girls  in 
the  routine  wearing  original  costumes  borrowed  from 
the  Macdonald  attic.  At  this  time  we  also  discovered 
the  talent  of  Bill  Jardine  with  his  voice  and  guitar. 

Then  we  held  the  magazine  campaign  under  the 
leadership  of  team  captains  Jean  Rose,  Eva  Pasqualini, 
Herb  Grandahl,  and  Sue  Hudson,  who  have  not  been 
notified  from  the  publishing  company  of  any  errors. 
With  Room  24  setting  a  record  high  for  homeroom 
magazine  sales,  this  year’s  sales  were  higher  than  those 
of  any  previous  year  with  our-  net  profit  being 
$1,353.69.  Harold  Lagel  was  top  salesman;  Jean  Rose, 
second;  Bill  Bradt,  third;  and  Earl  Kreyssig,  fourth. 
The  difference  between  the  third  and  fourth  totals 
was  twenty-five  cents. 

Room  26  feted  room  24  at  that  once  in  a  lifetime 
party.  And  what  about  that  magazine  parry  did  I 
hear  someone  say.^  Yes,  that  was  when  Yosh  Lagel 
called  for  Harriet  Shea  and  Jean  Rose  to  assist  him 
in  singing  "You  Are  My  Sunshine”  and  Marjorie 
Bahler  was  asked  to  solve  that  mathematical  riddle 
which  she  readily  did  with  the  able  assistance  of 
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Stanley  Morrey,  sound  effects  man,  and  the  answer 
I  sheet.  Miss  Mohn  showed  us  that  what  she  was  try¬ 
ing  to  teach  us  could  be  done  by  giving  an  extempor¬ 
aneous  speech  on  buttons.  Louis  Roe  emceed  this 
truth  or  consequences  game.  Granted  a  trip  to  New 
York  in  February  by  the  publishing  company’s  man¬ 
ager  were  Herb  Grandahl  and  Sue  Hudson  and  also 
three  other  salesmen  who  sold  over  fifty  dollars 
worth  of  magazines  and  then  had  their  names  drawn 
from  a — no,  not  a  hat — a  wastebasket.  Lucky  winners 
,  were  Margaret  Kissane,  Earl  Kreyssig,  and  Bill  Bradt. 

The  Class  of  1951  then  chose  the  Ellsworthian 
.  staff,  which  was  headed  by  Marjorie  Bahler,  as  editor- 
in-chief.  Others  on  the  staff  included  Jean  Badstubner, 
Jean  Rose,  and  Sue  Hudson,  assistant  editors;  June 
Muir,  Bill  Bradt,  and  James  Jorgensen,  art  editors; 

,  Sally  Morrey  and  Tom  Jurgelas,  business  managers; 
and  Lois  Huter  and  Stanley  Morrey,  subscription 
managers.  The  staff  selected  Eva  Pasqualini  as  year¬ 
book  typist.  More  elections  were  held,  and  this  time 
the  results  showed  that  the  class  wished  to  team 
Stanley  Morrey  and  Lois  Huter  again  —  to  write  the 
,  Class  Will;  Sally  Morrey  and  Louis  Roe  were  picked 
!  to  tell  us  our  futures,  and  Sue  Hudson  was  chosen 
:  to  edit  the  Class  History.  Meanwhile  Eva  Pasqualini 
:  wrote  the  class  poem  and  Lorraine  Foster  composed 
the  class  song. 

I  This  year  as  class  president  Herb  Grandahl  auto- 
!  matically  became  Student  Council  president.  Audrey 
I  Rivers  was  appointed  secretary.  In  the  three  years 
i  that  the  Student  Council  has  been  run  in  the  present 
i  manner,  many  of  the  senior  class  members  have  been 
!  chairmen  of  the  various  committees  including  Jean 
Badstubner,  Marjorie  Bahler,  Marion  Elinskas,  Charles 
Gudnaitis,  Lois  Huter,  Margaret  Kissane,  Ralph  Lar¬ 
son,  Sally  Morrey,  Harriet  Shea,  Nancy  Sinclair,  and 
Sue  Hudson;  while  committee  secretaries  have  been 
Patricia  Allen,  Marjorie  Biggs,  Lois  Huter,  Janet 
Lynskey,  Marilyn  Macdonald,  Sally  Morrey,  Audrey 
Rivers,  and  Diane  Stiles. 

Clubs  selected  their  officers  from  our  class  with 
the  S.C.H.E.  Club  having  Jean  Rose  as  president 
and  the  Hi-Y  choosing  Tom  Jurgelas  secretary.  Nina 
Parent  was  president  of  the  newly  formed  Dramatic 
Club. 

Do  you  remember  the  assembly  program  of  the 
one-act  play  "The  Florist  Shop”  given  by  a  sopho¬ 
more  English  class?  Yes,  Janet  Lynskey  played  Maude, 
others  in  the  cast  being  Herb  Grandahl  and  Tom 
Jurgelas. 

In  the  Ellsworth  music  field  outstanding  members 
from  our  class  have  been  the  All-State  representatives 
j  Marilyn  Macdonald,  band;  Lorraine  Foster  and  Faith 
Jardine,  chorus;  school  band  and  orchestra  members 
•  Bill  Bradt,  Lorraine  Foster,  Marilyn  Macdonald,  and 
■  Ronnie  Roberts;  dance  group  participants  Dolly  Sin- 
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sigalli.  Faith  Jardine,  and  Anna  / 

Howard;  and  the  accompanist 
for  all  musical  departments  of  the 
school  for  four  years,  Lorraine 
Foster. 

Ellsworth  would  not  be  Ellsworth  without  an  out¬ 
standing  record.  During  our  senior  year  Donald  Bal- 
tulonis,  John  Eckert,  Charles  Gudnaitis,  Thomas 
Jurgelas,  Stanley  Morrey,  and  Ronnie  Roberts  played 
varsity  soccer.

Kreyssig,  Harold  Lagel,  and  Stan  Morrey  running  in 
track  meets,  while  Tom  Jourgelas,  and  Ronnie  Roberts 
participated  in  field  events.  Meanwhile  at  baseball 
games  the  spectators  witnessed  Charlie  Gudnaitis  and 
Ronnie  Roberts  on  the  pitcher’s  mound  and  Earl 
Kreyssig  and  Stan  Morrey  in  the  outfield.  In  men¬ 
tioning  athletes  we  must  not  forget  the  sometimes 
unrecognized  work  of  Louis  Roe,  who  was  manager 
of  both  the  soccer  and  basketball  teams  in  his  senior 
year. 

Captain  of  the  cheerleading  group  for  two  years, 
Harriet  Shea,  and  her  squad,  which  included  three 
other  seniors,  Alma  Carlson,  Nina  Parent,  and  Dolly 
Sinsigalli,  certainly  are  worthy  of  mention  for  their 
w^ork  in  cheering  the  teams  on  to  victory. 

In  girls’  sports  Irene  Clifton,  Marion  Elinskas,  Mar¬ 
garet  Kissane,  Jean  Kostek,  Connie  McGill,  Jean 
Rose,  Nancy  Sinclair,  and  Marilyn  Davies  have  par¬ 
ticipated  in  basketball  with  Marjorie  Bahler  as  their 
manager.  Irene  Clifton,  Margaret  Kissane,  Jean  Kos¬ 
tek,  Jean  Rose,  Nancy  Sinclair,  and  Marilyn  Davies 
have  been  members  of  the  softball  nine. 

Individuals  of  the  Class  of  ’51  worthy  of  special 
mention  in  the  boys’  sports  world  at  Ellsworth  have 
been  the  following:  Ronnie  Roberts,  who  was  a  un¬ 
animous  choice  on  the  All-Star  team  selected  at  the 
completion  of  the  Class  C  CIAC  basketball  tourna¬ 
ment  in  1950  by  sports  writers  covering  the  tourna¬ 
ment,  Charlie  Gudnaitis  and  Curt  O’Dell,  who  rated 
honorable  mention  in  this  selection.  Ronnie  Roberts 
was  selected  again  to  a  dream  team  by  twenty  small 
school  coaches  after  the  tournament  games. 

With  this  record  of  individual  achievements  in 
sports,  the  history  of  the  Class  of  1951  now  draws  to 
a  close.  As  class  historian  I  present  these  annals,  duly 
edited  and  recorded,  to  be  held  as  an  example  for  all 
other  classes  to  cherish,  uphold,

The  Student  Council,  which  was  reorganized  in  1949  to  consist  of  the  class  officers  of  each 
class,  has  now  progressed  to  where  it  can  truly  be  considered  the  school  s  governing  body.  Although 
committee  chairmen  attend  council  meetings,  the  sixteen  class  officers  are  the  only  voting  members. 

The  eleven  council  committees,  each  of  which  has  specific  duties  to  perform,  were  designed  to 
distribute  obligations  to  more  of  the  student  body.  The  committees  meet  during  a  designated  period 
every  other  week,  whereas  the  council  meets  during  a  different  class  period  every  other  week. 

One  important  factor  in  the  success  of  the  council  committee  system  is  the  continuing  interest 
id  hard  work  done  by  the  fourteen  faculty  sponsors.
